If, after carefal swimming, tiny partic- 
les of grease rise to the top of bioth that 
is Intended for the sick, try this method 
of removing it: Lay clean, white writing 
paper over it.

The elasticity of cane chair bottoms can 
be restored by weshing the cane with 
soap and water untliitls well soaked, and 
then drying thoroughly in the air, after 
which they will become as tight and firm 
as new, if none of the canes are broken. 

Javelle water, often met with in works 
or articles on cleaning and dyeing,is made 
of one gallon of water and four pounds of 
ordinary washing sed.

Asa rule, street children eat little, and 
are very fanciful about food ; boys and 
girls preferring tea and bread and butter 
to almost anything. They eat meat spar- 
ingly, seldom tasting it at home excepting 
perhaps on Sundays. 

Doubtless the coarse preparation of 
treacle and sugar called toffee or lollipops 
which they carry about tied up with them 
in their rags or apologies for pockets, cor- 
rects those healthy hunger crayings which 
éxperience tells them will not be other- 
wise satisfied. The babies, I believe, are 
many of them kepb alive by the sugar 
sticks and sugar balls they are forever 
suckiny, I hayeknown some of the poor- 
estan’ * “S¢riest children turn away from 
a plate of rice ‘and gravy, rice not torming 
a customary item of diet with the very 
poor : on the other hand, potatoes they, 
will prefer evento meat. But no dinner 
we could provide for these children and 
their families would satisty them so well 
as that to which they treat themselves on 
some festive occaslon—a wedding, box- 
ingday, or overa funeral. I asked one of 
them if he had an unlimited sum of mon- 
ey, and as unlimated an appetite, what 
the “menu” wculd be? The prospect 
pleased his fancy, He looked meditative- 
ly at me before answering, ‘Well... 
I'd begin with a cup of eels, a halfpenny 
a cup hot, but cold, a penny, ’cos then It’s 
fixed stiff. Eelpies is twopence, they are 
very gcod, but I’dsoonér have bullock’s 
heart ; they cost eightpence apiece ; after 
that I think I would have tripe, tripe and 
inions biled in milk, then sheep’s head or 
cold biled beef, you gets it at the shop, 
two ounces ab twopence-halfpenny. 
Greens is a halfpenny, and peas pudding 
a halfpenny ; plum ; ulding is a penny- 
halfpenny a slice, but [likes two ‘‘door- 
steps” at ahaifpenny apiece just as well.” 
**Doorsteps,” 1 found were thick slices of 
bread spread with jam. ‘* Raspberry or 
strawberry flavoring, they calls it,” 

After this copious meal I observed to 
him that he would feel very thirsty. “I 
belong to the ‘Sons of Phoenix,’” he said 
proudly, ‘‘so I wouldy’t touch beer, I’d 
drink a penn’orth of gingeret, or a glass 
of punch and judy (!emonade), but sherb- 
ert is best; you buy a lot of the powder 
for a penny, and pour water on it, then it 
fizzes away whilst you drinks ; some boys 
fill theix mouths with the powder, so 
that ib goes off inside of them.” ‘Would 
you buy any sweets?’ Linquired. ‘Yes 
I'd buy three farthings of camarels (a cor- 
ruption of ‘carame!’), and a ha’porth of 
nonpareils.” 

While all the London street Arab’s 
reckless readiness to enjoy, a disease ex- 
clusively aseribed to the rich is surprising- 
ly developed among the very poorest, and 
that is ennui. Boys and girls, men and 
women, left to themselves, are utterly at 
a loss for interest or amusement. No 
doubt the children when together con- 
trive to amuse themselves ; but left to his 
own devices the ckild, elther from lack of 
imagination or want of emulation, soon 
finds the hours intolerably long.

Rich Men's Dishonesty. 

Ii is not true that emboezzlements, lar- 
cenies, defalcations, and financial “‘irregu- 
larities’’ are the work of obscure subordin- 
ates. On the contrary, it is wealthy, or 
fairly well off, cashiers, directors, and 
Presidents who rob the banks; trust funds 
are stolen by men whose position in socie- 
ty has put them far above suspicion of such 
weakness, and railroad and other great 
corporations are despoiled by millionaires. 

A poor man has very little temptation 
to steal ten millions, or ons million. His 
needs and desires are so limited that such 
a sum has few attractions for him, He 
knows the possess:on of it would be a bur- 
den, and would probably lead to his de- 
tection and punishment, His reputation 
for honesty and trustworthiness is his 
capital, and he would risk everything by 
one false step. Say his principles are no 
better nor his consclence more active than 
those of other men-who are tempted ud 
do fall, yet the considerations arecrein 
named would hold him back from crime 
into which they madly rush. 

The wealthy, fast living, speculating 
financier who goes wrong “borrows” the 
funds intrusted to his care and uses them 
in kite flyiug experiments. Wealth be- 
gets the desire for more and he never gets 
enough. If he wins he returns the loan 
as a means of quieting his conscience, and 
a little later finds he has sufficient nerve to 
make a larger draft upon his neighbors’ 
accounts. In his case the possession and 
use of money creates no suspicion against 
him. He then regards his chances of de- 
tection as small, and decides to take them, 
Furthermore, he relies on his wide ac- 
quaintance and inflaence to give him, if 
the worst should happen, a safe deliver- 
ance in the courts or across the Canadian 
border.—[ Boston Advertiser, 


eT OS 
An Astonisher in Travel. 
W.B. Valentine, of Painesville, O., is 
the inventor of a unicycle which promises, 
when fully porfected, to astonish the 
world by its utility and the speed of which 
t will be capable. The vehicle consists 
of a wheel twelve feet ten inches in dia- 
meter, which gives a circumference of for- 
ty feet. The center of the wheel {s pierc- 
ed by a shaft, into which the spokes ex- 
tend from the tire at aconsiderableangle. 
Suspended from the center of the shaft 
in the space between the spokes is the 
seat to be occupied by the operator. In 
propelliug the wheelthe operator works a 
treadlethat is co adjusted as to utilize his 
full weight in ascendinghills or traversing 
heavy roads. On each end of the shaft 
hangs an iron rod that extends to within 
a few inches of theground. By an ingen- 
fous contrivance the lower end of these 
ods—which are denominated ‘“safeby 
rods’’—can be shifted at the pleasure of 
the operator to positions near to or some 
distance from the tire of the wheel. The 
regulation speed will, however, be two re- 
volutions per second, which is easily at- 
tained, and willrepresent a rateof almost 
a mile a minute,

The greater portion of the mining town 
of Iron River, Michigan, was destroyed 
by an incendiary fire. : 

The Dominion goverumeut has reduced 
the tolls on grain shipped from the west 
to Montreal or farther east.

Elijah Hinson has been arreated ab 
Whitehill, Arkansas, for a murder com- 
mitted inGreene County, Illinois, two 
years ago. 

The financial crisis at Nassau, New 
Providence, has ended,and the public bank 
has resumed business with funds sent out 
from England. 


Lozzanski, the St. Peterburg Nihilist, 
who, while resisting arrest, shot and kill- 
ed an Inspector of Police, has been sen- 
tenced to death, 


James D. Fish, ex-president of the 
defunct Marine Bank of New York, has 
been sentenced to ten years’ imprisonment 
in Auburn penitentiary. 


The farewell reception to Harl &pencer 
at Dublin castle was largely attended. 
Extraordinary precautions were taken 
against dynamite outrages. 

The Duke of Connaught upon his arriv- 
al ab Windsor, from India, was given a 
most cordial reception by a large crowd 
who assembled to welcome him, 


At Barnesville, South Carolina, Rebecca 
Samuels, 12 years old, was convicted of 
murdering an infant whom she was nurs- 
ing, by soaking her ir a pot of lye. 


Three hundred Blood Indians have left 
their reservation in northern Montana, 
and are journeying south to join the 
Piegans In war upon the Crows and Gros 
Ventres, 


Clarke C, Vandeventer, a wealthy 
graindealer of Buffalo, has obtained a di- 
vorce from his wife, an alleged adventur- 
ess, to whom he was secretly married 
some time since. 


Advices from Tonquin state that heavy 
storms have prevailed in the waters be- 
tween Formosa and the mainland. Two 
French torpedo boats were sunk, but the 
crews were sa ved. 


The rebellion against Chinese rule in 
Chinese Toorkistan is spreading. At 
Kashgar the insurgents killed all the 
Chinese officials and native overseers, and 
cut off communication with tha interior of 
Ohina. 

Mr. Spurgeon, the London divine, has 
created a profound sensation by the pub- 
lication, under his own signature, of a 
scathing denunciation of immorality in 
the high official life of England. He fur- 
nishes a bill of particulars in support of 
his charges, 


At the recent batt’e of Santo Domingo, 
five hundred Nicaraguans, who were sur- 
rounded by five thousand of Mencudisto’s 
men, cut their way through his lines after 
fighting for thirty-two hours, and reached 
LaUnion with a loss of three hundred kill- 
ed and wounded. 


Saturday’s returns from the cholera in- 
fected districts in Spain show 1,247 new 
cases and 607 deathe. The disease has 
appeared at Toledo, Alicante and Sara- 
gossa. Orders have been issued to quar- 
antine Alexandria against vessels from 
Spain. 


The new British Cabinet is larger than 
Mr. Gladstone’s. Ofthe sixteen members, 
thirteen are peers, ownfig among them 
654,000 acres of land, and drawing from 
it a total income of close upon three mil- 
lion dollars a year, They own among 
them eighty-three church livings. 


M. Rochefort seserts that he has advices 
from Egypt to the effect that Oliver Pain, 
after leaving Debbeh on camel back, was 
murdered a fortnight’s distance from Cairo 
by Arabs paid by Colonel Schmidt, of the 
Egyptian service, to secure compromis- 
{ng papers brought by Pain from Khar- 
toum. 


Madrid Ministerial journals declare 
that the government possesses Informa- 
tlon that agents of Zorilia, the agitator, 
are actively conspiring to provoke a new 
prononciamento. Marshal Campos has 
informed the Senate that a military rising 
might occur. The authorities, however, 
are prepared to suppress any outbreak, 


Mr, Henry M. Stanley satls for the 
Congo country at the end of July. He is 
seriously disappointed because of his fall- 
ure to obtain financial assistance from 
England for the Congo company organized 
to promote railway, mining and commer- 
clal enterprise in the new free state. The 
company, it is said, is likely to utterly 
collapse.

England and Russia. 


For many weeks aheavy war cloud 
hung over Europe and Asia There were 
days when it seemed inevitable that both 
continents would witness the shock ofa 
mighty and uncertain conflict between 


the two greatest empires of the world. 


But the danger, after long suspense, 
was, for the time at least, averted. The 
statesmen of England and Russia labored 
patiently to bring about a peaceful issue 
of the dispute which had arisen between 
them; and their efforts seemed to have 


been crowned with success. 


The immediate cause of the trouble 
was that Russia in her long march south- 
ward in Central Asia, had at last reached 
the confines of ors, Sree. the only 

etween central Asia 
and the British in India; and had even 
crossed what the English and Afghans be- 


country intervening 


lieved #0 be the boundary of Afghanistan. 


England had long dreaded that her 
traditional enemy, Russia, would some 
day threaten her great possession of In- 


dia. She has again and again attempted, 


by diplomacy at least, to puta limit to 


the Russian advance scuthward and east: 
ward. But Russia has gone on and on, 


until she arrived at a point where Eog- 


land felt bound to come to Isaue with her. 


Afghanistan has for sometime been in 


alliance with the English, and the Eig 
lish have promised the Ameer, or king, 


that they would defend his territory from 


all aggression. The object of the English 
in this had been to have aS:ate friendly 
to them, interposed between the Russians 
and India. 


When Russian troops, therefore, cross- 
ed the frontier which the E 1,Jish baliev- 
ed or asserted to be that of Afghanis- 
tan, and occupied several points wi-hin 
the claimed Afghan territory, E gland 
was aroused to action, The Russian out- 
posts, and those of the Afghan troops, 
now confronted each other on the banks 
of the river Murghat; and it was feared 
that acollision might occur between them. 
So Mr Gladstone procured a promise from 
Russia that her troops should not ad- 
vance any further, if it were possible to 
prevent it, until the boundary question 
was settled. 

Very soon, however, in sp'te of this pro- 
mise, a battle took place near Pe: j deh 
between the Russians and the Afgnana, 
in which the latter were defeated, with a 
loss said to reach five hundred men. The 
Russians then occupied Penj-deh. 

This event at once brought about a cri- 
sls, which seemed at the time to threaten 
immediate war between the two great 
powers. England called Rusala to account 
for not keeping the promise she had made. 
Mr. Gladstone asked Parliament for fifty- 
five milllon dollars as a war credit, and 
great activity began on both sides in the 
making of military preparations on a 
large scale, 

Yet even at this critical moment wise 
and cautious counsels prevailed. A series 
of negotiations took place between the 
two courts. At last it was agreed that the 
question who wasresponsiblefortheconfl ct 
at Penj-deh should be left to an impar- 
tial arbitrator, and the two ,owers began 
to discuss the general question whatshould 
constitute the northwestern boundary of 
Afghanistan. 

A year ago a commission comprising 
Englishmen and Russians was- appointed 
to draw a boundary line satisfactory to 
all parties, on the spot. The English 
commissioner, Sir Peter Lumsden, wept 
thither to fulfil his task. But the Rus- 
sian commissioner, General Selensi, did 
not join him, andso the work was delay- 
ea from month to month. 


The negotiations as to the general posi- 
tion of the boundary line, interrupted by 
the Penj-deh affair, are sald to have result- 
edin an agreement, Russia is to hold 
certain positions which she now oocuples, 
within the formerly supposed territory 
of Afghanistan, and is to give up others. 
It is of little {mportance to state them. 
The essential thing is, that some bound- 
ary should be agreed upon. 

The next step will be for a mixed com- 
mission to carry out, on the spot, the 
geographical details of the boundary, set- 
tled in its general features by the nego- 
tlations. 

Thus 1b seems that a great war has been, 
certainly fora time, averted by the wis- 
dom and true statesmanship which have 
been employed to that end. But there 
are few men who know the history and 
the character of the two nations, who be- 
lieve that the danger of a confilcb between 
Russia and England inthe Hast has en- 
tirely passed away. Any day a new cause 
of disagreememt may arise, or some event 
may occur which will plunge them after 
all into war. 


An Unprofitable Dispute. 


At Siout, says M. Maspero, in his last 
account of his researches in Egypt, there 
was @ grand row over one of the explor- 
atlons made by order, or at least by per- 
mission, of the archeological authorities. 
In thie part of the world a high, and, as 
it would seem, a not unmerited reputation 
{s enjoyed by the Algerian and Tunisian 
sorcerers, who profess to be able to find 
by divination the hiding-place of buried 
treasures. Two of these worthies had 
persuaded a couple of Greeks that there 
were some valuable antiquities buried 
under the cemetery of Drongah. Per- 
mission was accordingly given to make ex- 
cavations at the spot, under the directon 
of a person representing the museum. 
Ata depth of about twenty feet the hard 
rock was reached, and twenty-five feet 
further down a block of stone gave way, 
for all the world as such blocks give way 
in the ‘* Arabian Nights,” and the dig- 
gers fell “headlong into s roughly-hewn 
square chamber below. In this were 
found several relics of no very groat value 
and a few rolls of thin gold leaf. But as 
soon as the news of the discovery was 
known to the inhabitants of the place, 
who had collected in large numbers at the 
top of the digging, they were for laying 
violent hands upon the spoil. They main- 
tained that they had a hereditary right to 


it, as the degcendants-of those who had 
buried it and were about to make a raid 
upon the workmen, when their attention 
was diverted by the attack of a body of 
Mussulmans, who, arriving from a neigh- 
boring village, claimed their part in the 
spoil, Against these marauders the argu- 
ment of the natives was obvious, and 
ought to have been convincing. The orna- 
ments were Coptic, and it was evident 
thab the Copts alone could have any 
hereditary right to it. Nevertheless, the 
dispute lasted long enough to save the 
treasure from either, party, 1b had just

A Sand-storm in New Mexico. 


In Harper’s Magazine Mr. Birge Har- 
rison describes an experience of his own 
when travelling through the country: 
‘** The aic was still as death, and there 
was not a puff of wind nora rag of cloud 
in the whole horizon. I observed, how- 
ever, that the sky had undergone a curious 
change, There was no diminution of the 
blazing sunlight, but the deep blue had 
been superseded by a strange white glare 
that was Learly blinding, and the heat 
had increased rather than diminished. 
We saddled hastily, and were soon thread- 
ing our way through the broiling laby- 
rinth of sand hills,and out on to the broad 
mesa agaln, We had not gone more than 
a mile or two in the direction of Espanola 
when Juve, who had been glancing about 
in all directlons, suddenly remarked, 
‘There she comes |’ and jumping off his 
burre,commenced tying him up behind an 
adjacent heap of boulders. We started 
in the direction he pointed but could dis- 
cover nothing save the white sky, the 
hills and the sandy plains. As we looked, 
however, we gradually became aware that 
far down the valley two or three of the 
hills had entirely disappeared, and, stran- 
ger still, that more of them were being 
eaten up under our very eyes! A little 
brownish-black cloud, no bigger than 
one’s hand, was the monsterthat was thus 
devouring the landscape. We haatily se- 
cured the animals inthe shelter of the 
rocks, and came back to look. The 
cloud had already spread quite across the 
plain and valley, and was approaching 
with frightful rapidity. Itwas not more 
than five miles away. Iv swept along to- 
ward us, with constantly accelerating 
speed, a bellying, portentous black wall 
of dust, that sent long waving fingers up 
to the zenith, Mile after mile of mesa, 
and hill after hill, disappeared in its vast 
maw, until there waa only one rise left, 
This was swallowed up, and then, almost 
before we could seek shelter, the storm 
was upon us with a shriek and a blast like 
the breath from a cannon. 


** In an instant everything was obssur- 
ed. I psered through my half-closed lids, 
and could not see a sage-bush which I 
had noticed the moment before only a 
few feet cistant. The air was full of the 
dull roar of the battling winds. We 
could barely hear the sound of our voices 
when weshouted. Everything had been 
wiped away from the face of the earth, 
and a blur of gray dust was all that re- 
mained. I could barely distinguish those 
nearest to me through this strange mist, 
The worst of it lasted about half an hour, 
I should think, but the air was still full 
of dust when we arrived home about two 
hours later. Such is a New Mexican 
aand-storm. We found all our household 
goods covered with a mat of from half an 
inch to an inch of an impalpable powder, 
which had sifted in through every crack 
and cranny. Nothing had escaped.”

A Slaver’s Ruse. 


A good story is told of the flagship— 
Winchester, I think—going out of Simon’s 
Bay bound to the Mauritius, when off 
Cape Hangklip, late one afternoon, a very 
rakish suspicious looking craft was sight- 
ed, carrying an unusual number of stay- 
sails and studding-sails, who, upon seeing 
the man-of-war, hoisted Spanish “colors 
and her number in Marryatt’s code, and 
requested to be reported.

a like mortality befalls them. Married 
people from 18 to 20 die as fast as people 
from 60 to 70. After 21 marriage should 
be contracted a3 soon practicable.

Siz Maurice 
Duff Gordon, fishing In the Test, hooked 
a heavy trout, which took him eighty 
yards down the stream before hecould gat 
on terms with it.

Paper Bedclothes. 

A papermaking firm in New Jersey 
has for several. weeks been turning out 
counterpanes and pillows of paper. No, 
1 manila paper is used, two large sheets 
being held together by a slender twine at 
intervals of three or four inches; the 
twine is gummed so as to hold the sheets 
firmly together where it lies. A hem is 
placed on the counterpane to keep it from 
tearing ; the safety edge is composed of 
twine. Ornamental designs are stamped 
on the outer surface of the covers and the 
cases, giving them a neat, attractive ap- 
pearance, When the counterpanes and 
pillow cases become wrinkled from use, 
they can safely ba smoothed out witha 
flatiron. The counterpanes can be left 
on the bed when'it is oceupied, and in 
co.d weather will be found a warm cover- 
ing, paper preventing the escape of heat. 
The new paper bedclothing is seventy-five 
cents per set, and will probably become 
very popular, :

The Seventeen Year Locusts. 

Agreeably to engagements made in 
1868, the seventeen year locusts are 
promptly putting in their appearance in 
various parts of the country. A recent 
despatch from Chattanooga, Tenn., says 
that immense swarms have visited the 
vicinity of that city, covering all 
shrubbery and trees, and every kind of 
vegetation, In some localities they are 
so numerous that all others sounds are 
drowned by their noise, They are spread- 
{ng through the lowland farms. Their 
tradidonal pecullarity of appearing once 
in seventeen years is established by the 
fact, thatin the year 1868 they did im- 
mense damage in precisely the same local- 
ity, andhave not been seen in large num- 
bers since, until now. Oentral NewJersey 
has also been visited by countless swarms, 
and farmers and nurserymen are begin- 
ning to view them with serious apprehen- 
sion, The ground and trees in some 
localities are covered with these pests, 
and the earth whence they come Is filled 
with little holes, 

A circular from the entomologiss of the 
agricultural department calls attention to 
the fact that ‘‘brood xxii.” of the sevan- 
teen year locusts, which was scientifically 
observed in 1868, 1s now due in Fall 
River and other southeastern portions of 
this State. It was also observed in 1868 
in King’s and Monroe counties, New 
York, and in Rutland, Vt, but in no 
other localities within or near New Eng- 
land. The Department of Agriculture 
requests information regarding the reap- 
pearance of these locusts at any of the 
points named, or in any localities not 
speolfied.[New England Former.
